6. Of particular significance in defining over the prior art is applicant's restacking of objects 
using sequence numbers when an object's number on a second stack is out of sequence with 
numbers in an adjacent stack. 

Of particular significance is Gilman which resorts stacks of objects by passing the 
objects through the sorting process by re- sequencing objects by iteratively sorting the entire 
collection of objects by sorting contingent on a successive less significant/more significant digit. 
Gilman does not compare sequence numbers of adjacent stacks for a restacking determination.
